~jl -z ether country are the modem ma- 
tirrery and methods of production so 
tertrcted, the wealth and industries so 
ttr.centrated, and the exploitation of 
labor conducted on such an enormous 
scale, as in the United States of Ameri- 
ca. And this process of development 
is still continuing at an ever accelerat- 
ing rate; every year witnesses some new 
capitalist enterprises of unheard of di- f 
mensions, some new "trusts" of gigantic 
proportions, some new and astounding 
invention in the methods of production. 
The industrial revolution naturally 
brought about a corresponding change -in 
the social relations of our population. 
Some fifty years ago the classes had not 
yet crystallized in the United States, and 
the "proletarian" in the true sense of the 
word had hardly any existence in the 
community; to-day the number of its 
permanent wage workers is no less than 
12,500,000: the standing army of unem- 
ployed and "tramps" reaches 1,500,000, 
at a conservative estimate, and more than 
one half of the entire wealth of the 
country is concentrated in the hands of 
less than 40,000 families. The United 
States, which but half a century ago 
could truthfully boast of being, to some 
extent, a country of free and equal citi- 
zens (at least as far as the white popula- 
tion was concerned), has to-day become 
the seat of the most glaring social con- 
trasts between the two contending classes 
of modern society — capitalists and wage 
workers. The antagonism between these 
classes finds expression in the ever in- 
creasing number of "strikes," "lack- 
outs," "boycotts" and other demonstra- 
tions of hostility, and the war between 
them grows in dimension and intensity 
with every year. Between 1881 and 1901 
nearly 7,000,000 of American working- 
men are said to have been involved in 
24.000 strikes and lockouts and during 
the past three years these numbers have 
considerably increased.

CAMARADES: 

II n'y a probablement pas un autre 
pays du monde oh le processus du de- 
veloppement industriel ait ete aussi ra- 
pide et radical que dans les Etats-Unis 
de TAmerique du Nord. Au cours d'une 
periode relativement breve, notre pays 
s'est transforme d'un etat arriere et prin- 
cipalement agricole en nation industrielle- 
ment plus avancee du monde. Dans au- 
cun autre pays les methodes et meca- 
nismes modernes de production sont 
tellement perfectionnees, les richesses et 
les industries aussi concentrees, et Sex- 
ploitation, du travail menagee sur uue 
echelle aussi grande que dans le notre. 
Et ce developpement avance toujours 
avec des pas de plus en plus acceleres. 
Chaque an apporte des nouvelles entre- 
prises capitalistes de dimensions enor- 
mes, des trusts nouveaux de proportions 
immenses, des inventions nouvelles et 
merveilleuses, transformant les methodes 
de production. 

Cette revolution industrielle naturelle- 
ment entraine des changements corres- 
pondants dans les rapports sociaux de . 
notre population. II y a cinquante ans, 
les classes sociales n'avuient pas encore 
forme un alignement net aux Etats-Unis, 
et la classe proletarienne au vrai sens 
existait a peine; mais aujourd'hui le 
nombre des salaries permanents monte 
a environ 20,000,000. La reserve des 
sans-travail et "vagabonds" est estimee 
conservativement a 1,500,000. Plus de la 
moitie de la richesse de la nation entiere 
se trouve dans les mains de moins de 
40,000 families. Autrefois les distinc- 
tions sociales n'etaient pas prononcees 
ici, parlant generalement, mais mainte- 
nant les contrastes entre les classes lut- 
tantes de la societe moderne, les capita- 
listes et les salaries, se sont approfondis 
jusqu'a l'extremite. Cet antagonisme des 
classes s'exprime dans le nombre crois- 
sant des greves, lockouts, boycottes, et 
autres manifestations d'hostilite, et les 
dimensions et l'intensite de la guerre 
entre ces deux groupes s'accroissent d'un 
an a l'autre.

EL£ 1/' ~h= strike was a rebellion of -the 
p£fl Bsae& against the slave methods 
em-loved and starvation .wages paid by 
their "emodoyers. It was fought with 
e=ual" stubbornness on both sides/ but 
the combined wealth of the mine and 
-ahroad magnates was powerless against 
the- heroic determination of the miners. 
At the end of. the fifth month, the entire 
coal supply, -in' the East had practically 
been cut off, and the: great industries 
depending; on it were seriously menaced 
—the strike had assumed the dimensions 
of ft, "national -disaster." It was at this 
tincture that .the President of the Unit- 
ed ' States interfered, inducing the strik- 
J ers- through' their, somewhat weak leaders 
"to call off the- strike,' and to leave their 
.grievances' to' the adjustment of a hoard 
"of arbitrators of his selection, which, as 
was to be expected, betrayed the work- 
ingmen; , . 

". .But" this method of settling a ' great 
Tabor struggle is_by no means the meth- 
od', ordinarily- employed by our capitalists 
.111 ' emergencies of this kind;' as a rule 
' it' is' brutal ' force' rather than subtle 
cunning that- characterizes our dominant 
class in. its dealings with rebellious wage 
slaves.-' Within the last decade there was 
hardly' a strike of any importance in 
"which the combined powers' of our gov- 
'ernment; the judiciary, the police, the 
'. State militia and the Federal troops, 
did, not interfere in behalf of the em- 
ployer's, and did not seek to force the 
striker's into' submission by intimidation 
' and' violence. Iii fact we may assert 
that ' with' perhaps the single exception 
' of Russia, 'there is no civilized country 
in which the government is so openly 
and .'aggressively aligned with the class 
\ of/exploiters, and so nakedly and. cynic- 
'' ally inimical to labor, as the "free and 
democratic" republic of America. 

The most striking demonstration of 
' this' brutal class rule in our country' is 
now being enacted in the. State of Colo- 
' fado. In Colorado, which is ' a state 
of great mining industries, the mine 
workers, both metal and coal, have been 
on strike for .some months. The metal 
miners are organized into the Western 
; Federation of Miners, which is affiliated 
: .with the American Labor Union and the 
coal miners are members of the United 
Mine Workers of America which is part 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
.AH. the usual methods of capitalist war- 
fare were tried by the mine owners, but 
the. strikers remained firm. The capi- 
talists of Colorado and the state govern- 
ment, financed and supported by them,

The Trades Union Movement. 

As in all other countries the exploita- 
tion and oppression vi later resulted in 
the orgariizatir.it of ti}« working ek*:* 
for the purpose of self defense. In the 

United States the earliest and most pr«v- 
alent forms of such Mrgani?.atiou were 
the Trade Unions, ■% 

The number el organized working-- 
men in the United States is at present 
estimated at about &8S&0OO :U1C ' ***& 
some exceptions ihty art: affiliated with 
one of the four existing national cm- 
federations of trade transits : The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labors the Awerkart 
Labor Union, the Knights of Labor ami 
the Socialist' Trade and Labor • Alliance, 
Of these the American Federation of 
Labor is numerically the most powerful. 
On May tst, 1904, the Federation -con- 
sisted of 118 national organizations, hav- 
ing a total of 23,500 subordinate tninws ; 
1,501 local trade tmitms, G04 city central 
labor anions, and 32 state feck nitwits, 
The total membership of th< Feeler tier. 
exceeded 2,000,000. The American P«t- 
eration of Labor was organised ill iMt. 
Its growth was slew for a long- liirte, 
and the bulk of its membership, ah*?*! 
three-fourths of it, was acquired during 
the last four years. 

The Socialists «f this country have al- 
ways regarded the American Fettera- 
hc-n of Labor as a prottfM'ng field for the 
propaganda of Socialism, and invari- 
^ ably bring up the discussion of Socialism 
at its annual couvMitious by otkiks r.i 
offering a resolution cfecfatittg for ilic 
cardinal principles of Socialism. In 1902 
.such a resohttioii, introduced by the 
Socialist delegates, received almost half 
of the entire vine of the convention ; in 
1903, the vote cast far a similar resolu- 
tion i was much stnafler, but that vote 
' could hardly he considered as a tost «! 
. the strength of Socialism in tfe, ©rgstfti- 
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Les fonctionaires des grevistes fur ent' 
emprisonnes sans aucune accusation. Des 
mincurs syndirjues furent brutalement . 
arracbes <lu sein de leurs families et de- 
portes sans la moindre semblance d'un 
proces legal; les fonctionaires elus par 
le peuple qui furent suspectes d'etre en 
sympathie avec les grevistes furent' for- 
ces, par des menaces, de resigner. Des 
mines employant des ouyriers syndiques 
furent fermees par les despotes militaires.

Le Mouvement Syndical. 

V exploitation et l'oppression de la 
classe ouvriere ont produit en Amerique, 
connne dans les autres pays modernes, 
1'organisation defensive des ouvriers. 
Aux Etats-Unis, la premiere forme plus 
prevalentc d'orgamsation fut celle des 
trade unions. 

Le nombre des ouvriers organises des 
Etats-Unis est a present calcule a en- 
viron 3,250,000, et ils sont membres, 
passant quelques ■ exceptions, d'une des -.V 
quatre grandes federations syndicates: 
The American Federation of Labor, The 
American Labor Union, The Knights of 
Labor, et The Socialist Trade and Labor 
Alliance. The American Federation of 
Labor est la plus puissante de ces orga- 
nisations. Alt premier Mai, 1904, cette 
organisation comprit 118 organisations 
natlonales avec 23,500 syndicats de pre- 
mier ordre, 1,501 syndicats locaux, 604 
syndicats centraux de villes, et 32 federa- 
tions regionales. Le nombre total des 
membres de cette grande federation ex- 
ceda 2,000,000. Elle fut organisee en 
1881. Elle se developpait tres ■lentement 
et la majorite de ses membres ne fut 
acquise que pendant les quatre derniers 
ans. 

■ Les socialistes de ce pays ont toujours 
regards* Y American Federation of Labor 
comme un bon domaine pour tear, agi- 
tation. Aux conventions annuelles de 
la federation, les socialistes toujours pre- 
cipitent tine discussion du Socialisme, en 
off rant des resolutiions favorisant les 
principes du Socialisme. En 1902, itne 
telle resolution des' delegues socialistes 
recut prcsque la moitie des volx de la 
convention. En 1903, le-ballotage pour 
ttne resolution semblable resulta', moins 
favorablement,' mais cela ne fufguere 
• tme mesure "du sentiment socialiste dans 
la federation, parce que beaucoup des 
delegues voterent contre la resolution 
contrairement aux instructions de- lettrs 
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zation, since some delegates voted against 
the resolution contrary to the instruc- 
tions of their constituents, and some 
others voted against the particular form 
of the resolution while favoring the sub- 
stance of it. On the whole the Socialist 
Party has no reason to be discouraged 
with, the progress of the Socialist senti- 
ment in the Federation, and it proposes 
to continue the tactics heretofore fol- 
lowed by it in its relations to that organ- 
ization: to support its struggles against 
capital, to criticize the actions and atti- 
tude of some of its conservative and 
incapable leaders, where such criticism 
is called for, and above all to utilize 
every proper opportunity to preach the 
gospel of Socialism to its members. 

Next in numerical importance to the 
American Federation of Labor, is the 
American Labor Union. This body was 
organized in 1898 under the name of the 
"Western Labor Union," and, as its title 
signified, it was originally confined al- 
most exclusively to the Western States. 
In 1902 the* present name was adopted 
at an annual convention, and the inns- 
diction of the body was extended ic 
cover the entire country At the sair e 
convention the organization adopted a 
resolution declaring in favor of Inter- 
national Socialism and the Socialist Par- 
ty, and the resolution was readopted at 
the succeeding convention of 1903. It 
was the adoption of this resolution which 
made the members of the American La- 
bor Union the object of the particular 
hatred and persecution of the powers 
that be, as was frankly admitted by the 
Governor of Colorado in justification of 
the recent outrages above described. The 
Western Federation of Miners at its 
annual convention in June 1904 also re- 
endorsed Socialism and the Socialist 
Party. 

The American Labor Union repre- 
sents over 200,000 members, and its re- 
lations to our party are most cordial. 

The once famous order of Knights of 
Labor is now of hardly any influence in 
the labor movement. The centralized 
form of organization and antiquated 
methods of warfare of the Order were 
not suitable to the modern conditions, 
and the decay of the organization was 
at its rise. To-day a few thousand men 
scattered all over the country represent 
all that remains of its million members 
of two decades ago. 

The Socialist Trade and Labor Alli- 
ance is an organization created by some 
members of the Socialist Labor Party 
in opposition to the existing bodies of 
trade unions. The founders of the or- 
ganization were principally actuated by 
their pardonable hatred of the conserv-

L 'American Labor Union est numeri- 
quemtnt au second rang des organisa- 
tions ouvrieres dAmerique. Cette fede- 
ration fut organisee en 1898 sous le 
nam de Western Labor Union, et elle fut 
originalement limitee prcsque exclusive- 
ment atix etats de l'Ouest. Mais, en 
1902, die adopta le present 110m a sa 
convention annuelle ct extenda sa juri- 
diction au pays entier. La meme con- 
vention adopta une resolution endossant 
le Socialisme International et le Parti 
Socialiste. Cette resolution fut affirmee 
a sa convention dc 1003. II fut l'adop- 
tion de cette resolution qui excita la 
haine des capitalistes contre {'American 
Labor Union et causa des persecutions 
obstinees, ce que fut franchement admis 
par le gouverneur du Colorado quand il 
preaenda de justifier sons cours brutal. 
La Western Federation of Miners, a sa 
convention annelle au Juin 1004, aussi 
affirma sa loyaute au Socialisme et au 
Parti Socialiste. L'Amer&m Labor 
Union represente plus de 200,000 mem- 
bres, et elle entretient des relations cor- 
diales avec notre parti. 

L'ordre autrefois fameux des Knights 
of Labor ne retient cju'une influence 
insignificante pour le mouvement ou- 
vrier. La forme ccntralisee de son or- 
ganisation et ses methodes surannees de 
combat n'etaient pas en accord avec les 
conditions modernes, et ['organisation se 
decomposa it rapidement, Aujourd'huLil 
n'y a que quelques milliers d'hommes dis- 
perses dans toute la nation qui repre- 
sente ce qui reste des millions des 
Knights of Labor d'il y a vingt ans. 

The Socialist Trade and Labor Al- 
liance est une organisation creee par 
quelques membres du Socialist Labor 
Party en opposition aux cadres existants 
des syndicats. Les fondateurs de cette 
organisation furent principalement am- 
ines par une haine pardonnable contre 
les fonctionnaires conservateurs et sou- 
vent corrompus des syndicats existants, 
mais il est tres questionnable s'il fut

ative ana ofttimes corrupt leaders rt the 
old trades unions, imt thr wisdom r»l 
setting up a rival body at trade organi- 
zations under Socialist auspices was 
very questionable. The Socialist Trade 
and Labor Alliance never played any 
serious part in the labor movement, and 
to-day leads a purely nominal existence; 
but the mere fact of its organization 
created a spirit of hostility between the 
trades union movemeit! att.l the Socialist 
Labor Party, and eventually led to a 
schism within the ranks of the Socialist 
Labor Party itself. 

In addition there are also nations! or- 
ganization.s of railroad employees and 
workers in the building trades ttntnher- 
ing at least half a million which are not 
affiliated with any of the national feder- 
ations. 

The Socialist Movement. 

Coming now to the Socialist move- 
ment of our country, we arc pleased in 
say that we have reached the most grati 
fying part of our report The Socialist 

movement of the United States has ex- 
perienced a most marvelous change since 

the last International Congress. At 
Paris, in 1900, our delegates represented 
1 rather insignificant and much divided 
movement. The old Socialist tabor 
Party as well as the new Social Dem- 
ocratic Party were torn into factions, 
and what little there was of a Socialist 
movement was separated into three dis- 
tinct national organizations and a Itum 
ber of independent state and local or- 
ganizations. These endless schisms and 
factional quarrels within the movement 
seemed absolutely senseless to all Wit- 
side observers, but in reality they had a 
good reason for existence ; they were the 
symptoms of a developing vigorous pop- 
ular movement, struggling for the best 
form of its expression ; they marked the 
close of the formative stage such as the 
movement of almost every other country 
has at one time undergone, and they fin- 
ally evolved a strong and harmonious 
organization. In July, 1901. a conven- 
tion was held in the City of Indianapolis 
at which all Socialist organizations, with 
the exception of the Socialist Labor 
Party, united under the name of the 
SOCIALIST PARTY. 

Since then the progress of our move- 
m «t in this country has been rapid as 
well as sound. In i«x» the enrolled 
membership of our party, or its prede- 
cessors, probably did not exceed 5,000, 
an d the majority of these were foreign- 
ers mostly German immigrants; in De- 
amber, 1903, the National Secretary of 
our party reported a dues payirtj? mem- 
toship of about 25,000, and the over- 
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sous rhegemonie des socialistes. The 
Socialist Trade and Labor Alliance 
n'etait jamais us facteur serieux dans 
le mouvement ouvrier de ce pays, et 
aujourd'hui elk a tme existance pure- 
uient nominale. Mais le simple fait de 
son organisation suffit de creer un sen- 
timent d'hostilite entre le mouvement 
syndital et le Socialist Labor Party, et 
le resttltat final fut un schisme aux rangs 
de ce parti meme. 

II y a encore des organisations na- 
tionales des employes des chemins de fer 
et des employes de 1'industrie d'archi- 
tecture au nombre d' environ cinq cents 
mille qui ne sont pas affilies aux autres 
federations nationales. 

Le Mouvement Socialiste. 

Le mouvement socialiste des Etats- 
Unis a change a merveille depuis le der- 
nier congres international. En 1900, a 
Paris, nos delegues representerent un 
mouvement peu important et beaucoup 
divise. Le Socialist Labor Party, aussi 
bien que le Social Democratic Party, 
etaient dechires des factions, et le mou- 
vement tel qtril existait etait separe en 
trois differentes organisations nationales 
et nn nombre d'organisations indepen- 
dentes. Ces schismes intenninables et 
qucrelles factionelles paraissaient abso- 
htment insensees aux spectateurs au 
dehors de ces organisations, mais en 
realite elles avaient une bonne raison 
d*etre. Elles etaient les symptoms du 
developpement d'mi mouvement popu- 
laire vigoureux qui cherchait la meilleu- 
re forme de son expression. Elles mar- 
quercnt la fin de l'etape formative et le 
commencement d'une organisation forte 
et harmoniettse. Au mois de Juillet 1001, 
a la convention d'Indianapolis, toutes les 
organisations socialistes, exceptes le So^ 
cialist Labor Party, s'ailierent sous le 
nom de Socialist Party. 

Depuis ce temps, le progres de notre 
mouvement a ete rapide et sain. En 
iooo, le nombre des membres adherants 
aux differentes organisations socialistes 
n'exceda probablement pas 5,000, et la 
majorite en fut composee d'immigrants 
allemands. Mais au mois de Decembre, 
1903, le secretaire national du Socialist 
Party rapporta environ 25,000 membres 
payant leurs cotisations, et la majorite 
en fut composee de citoyens nes dans ce 
pays. A la derniere convention de notre 
parti, tenue en Mai, 1904, 129 "des 183 
delegues furent des descendants ame- 
ricainsi 

Au dernier congres international nous 
rapportames que l'ensemble du vote so- 
cialiste fut 93,00° voix. Deux axis apres, 
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whelming majority of them consisted of 
American, born citizens. At the last 
convention of our party, May, 1904, 129 
out of the 183 assembled delegates, were 
American born. 

At the last Congress we reported that 
the highest combined vote cast for all 
Socialist parties was. 93,000; two years 
later, in 1902, that vote increased to over 
200,000, and we have every reason to 
hope that the presidential elections of 
this year will witness a similar increase. 
About 5-6 of the total Socialist vote 
was cast for the candidates of the So- 
cialist Party. 

In 1900 the number of Socialists elect- 
ed to public office in the United States 
hardly exceeded a dozen. To-day our 
party has elected to public office in vari- 
ous parts of the country, 35° of its 
members. Of these, one occupies a 
se^ in the State Legislature of the 
State of Massachusetts, two are mayors 
of cities (Anaconda, Montana, and 
Lansford, Pennsylvania), and the rest 
hold various offices in municipalities 
in the States of Wisconsin, Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Indiana. 
Montana, New York, Illinois, New Jer- 
sey, Minnesota, California, Missouri, 
Connecticut, Iowa, Louisiana, North Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas, Washington, 
and in the Indian and Oklahoma Terri- 
tories. Of the officials elected by our 
party in 1903 one (the mayor of She- 
boygan, Wisconsin) proved unfaithful 
to our .platform and class, and he was 
promptly expelled from membership in 
the party. 

In 1900 we could point to the exist- 
ence of nine weeklies in the English 
language, besides seven dailies and 
weeklies in German, and one or more 
papers each in the French, Bohemian, 
Jewish, Norwegian, Polish and. Slavonic 
languages. The. party has besides the 
hearty support of a large number of 
trades union journals. 

The last convention of our party 
was decidedly the most representative 
and important gathering of Socialists ever 
held in America. For the first time in the 
history of our country, every import- 
ant State of the union, East, West, 
North and South, was represented in a 
national Socialist convention. The pro- 
ceedings of the convention and the plat- 
form and resolutions adopted by it, 
amply attested the sound and class con- 
scious character of the membership. The 
convention nominated as its candidate 
for President of the United States, Eu- 
gene V. Debs, whose valiant struggles 
for labor and loyal devotion to the cause 
of proletarian Socialism are matters of 
international renown. As the party's 
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en 1902, le vote soc'ialiste eut augments 
a 200,000 voix, et nous avons bonne 
raison de croire que nous assisterons a 
tine augmentation semblable dans Selec- 
tion presidentiale de cette annee. Les 
candidats du Socialist Party recurent les 
cinq-sixiemes de ces voix. 

En 1900, le nombre des socialistes 
elus a des positions publiques exceda a 
peine une douzaine. Aujourd'hui, le 
parti' est represente dans les differentes 
localites du pays par 350 membres 
en positions publiques. Un d'eux tient 
uu siege an corps legislatif de l'etat 
de Massachusetts, deux sont maires 
des cites d'Anaconda, Montana, et 
Lansford. Pennsylvania les autres sont 
des fonctionnaires dans differentes mu- 
nicipalites de Wisconsin, Massachussetts, 
Pennsylvanie Michigan, Indiana, Mon- 
tana, New York, Illinois, New Jersey, 
Minnesota. Californie, Missouri, Con- 
necticut, Iowa, Louisiane, North Dako- 
ta, Nebraska, Kansas, Washington, et 
les terriloircs d'Oklahnma et des Indiens. 
Un fonctionnaire elu par notre parti, le 
main: de Sheboygan, Wisconsin, ftit il- 
loyal aux pr.incipcs socialistes et a la 
classc ouvriei-e ct fut expulse du parti. 

En 1900, nous regardames 1'cxistence 
de neuf joumaux hebdomadaires anglais 
comme un bon signe de progres. Au- 
jourd'hui le parti, est represente par sept 
magasins mensucls, dix-neuf joumaux 
hebdomadaires en anglais, sept joumaux 
quotidiens et hebdomadaires en ale- 
mand, du moins un journal respective- 
ment en langues francaise, bohemiennt, 
juive, norwegienne, polonaise, et slave. 
Le parti est aussi assiste par un grand 
nombre des journaux des syndicats ou- 

vriers. • . 

Le dernier. congres de notre. parti M 
sans doute l'assemblee la plus represen- 
tative des socialistes tfAmerique. Pqm 
la premiere fois dans 1'histoire de ee 
pays, chaque etat important de l'Union 
entierc fut -represente dans tur congr-es 
socialistc nationale. Le cofflpt^e,* 
du congres, et le programme et les re 
solutions adoptees par fcs'd61£gue» , ««* 
temoignes du charactere' consc.ent d 

classe de nos. membres. >^ ng 
nomma Eugene V. Debs candidate 

President, des Etats-Unis. Les eornb 
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candidate for Vice-President, Benjamin 
Hanford, a tried and true Socialist of 
many years standing, a forceful orator 
and untiring agitator for the cause of 
Socialism, was selected. 

With such excellent standard bearers, 
and with a determined and enthusiastic 
army of organized Socialists behind 
them, we confidently expect to make the 
coming elections the most effective cam- 
paign of Socialist education ever wit- 
nesed in this country and to win our 
spurs in the great and noble Internation- 
al Movement for the abolition of wage 
slavery and capitalist misrule.
